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DIARY NOTES 


23 May 1960 


1. I noted in one legislative diaries that Colonel Dillon, a 

consultant to the House Science and Astronautics Committee, had indicated that they 
intended to ask us questions about our total research effort which to me seemed in- 
appropriate to answer. I spoke to John about this and he assured me that Colonel 
Dillon had been satisfied without being given answers to these specific questions. 
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2. At the Deputies' Meeting: 


a. The Director indicated that he had had a great influx of letters 
addressed to him personally from people seeking employment with the 
Agency since the U-2 incident. (I checked with Gordon Stewart who said 
that while they have had an influx of "odd ball" letters since this event 
they could not detect any increase in general bona fide applications that 
could be attributed to the publicity growing out of the U-2 incident.) 


b. The Director read the memorandum on the strength of the 
md indicated that he thought we ought to cut down on 
the size of this Station.
